Ae a matter of fact the “ gombeen" men ia Ireland are not Jews. We, there- 
fore, cannot eee how the parallel drawn by Mr. Gladstone is juet unless he 
wished to shew how selid a foundation there ia for the contention that the out- 
ragerin Ruoesia bave for their basis a fanatical hatred of the Jews as Jews. 
The majority of the victims of the inhuman outrages upon the Jews in Russia 
wero men engeged in legitimate ‘businees as traders'and artizana, Money- 
lcnders flourish in Russia where no Jews are permitted to settle, but wo have 
‘not beard of any “ reaction * against these non-Jewish “ gombeen ” men.

JERUSALEM, 47m, 1882, 

Some days ago the Partha sent wor! tothe Chacham Bashi informing him that 
he bad received positive orders from Stamboul not to allow foreign Jews unprovided 
with Turkish passports, coming from Russia, Roumania, Servia, and Balyaria to 
enter this country.. Theintimation being si ently accepted, the Pasha the day 
before yesterday, made known to the reverend gentleman, that he had learned by a 
telegram from the Governor of Jaffa, who begged for further orders, that fifteen 
Ruesian Jewish families had arrived at that port with the last Austrian steamer, - 
that they, of course, were not suffered to come on shore, but that the captain, on the 
other hand, absolutely refused to take these pereons toanother port, he being bound to 
deliver them upat Jaffa. The Chacham Bashi, baving given notice of this state 
of affairs to the Ashkenasim Authorities, they at once convened a meeting, where 
it was resolved that a deputation should be sent to the Pasha, telling him that the 
Elders and Rabbis of Israel did not think it convenient to propoee to bis Excel'ency 
any measure in behalf of their unfortunate brethren, but that they fully relied on 
the well-known humanity and kindners of Raonf Pascha to find out a compromiee 
between his duty to his Sovereign and the. Most High. Hereapon his Excellency 
replied, that, whereas it appeared that the will of the Supreme Porte concerning 
Jewish emigration was not yet known in foreign countries, he would grant a respite 
of three weeks, that the letters to be rent forth by the Rabbis might have time to 
reach and be published in those parts, it being understood that in this interval emi- 
grants should not be prohibited from landing. The pleasure we fclt in hearing of 
this solution was eoon changed into grief, for shortly afterwards the Pacha received 
another despatch from Constantinople urging him to put the deerce concerning 
Jewish emigrants into immediate execution. Orders were consequently sent to 
Jaffa, Heaven knows what will become of the poor emigrants, whether they have 
had to land at Port Said or Malta, for Alexandria is now out of the «jnestion, 

It appears as if all the miseries that made the exodus of the Spanish Jews eo 
horrible in the fifteenth century are to be repeated over again in the cake of our 
Russian bretbren in this nineteenth century. The former perished by the wanton 
cruelties of their Christian, and the apathy of their .‘ewish brethren: the latter 
will have to die through the formalism and cool pradence of our leading men in 
Israel. All the funds bestowed to alleviate the miseries of the Russian victime, and 
sent to London, are «pent upon American emigration, because it appoa's that at the 


_ great Mansion House meeting this way of he!ping the poor sufferers hal been taken 


in view. Again, among those willing to emigrate only the strong and able are 
chosen, who would have fought their way anywhere by themselves ; the poor, the 
invalid, the helpless, are left to perish, All this may be done in perfect accord with 
the rules of modern political economy, and with the so-called natural laws Jaid 
down by your late great philosopher ; but I emphatically deny that. it je acting 
according to our great religious principle, which alone has inepired the Jewish life 
with force and beauty during four thousan! yeara ; while your wistom of yestorday, 


‘your cold, selfish prudence brings to bear a strange, enervating influence upot ite 


acolytes. 

The streets of Jaffa, partially also of Jerusalem, are fall of emigrants, who in 
vain seek a helping hand. Poor as the Irraelites here are, they do all in ther 
power to aid their brethren ; they lodge and feed them, and the emigrants them- 


| selves, in so far as they are artizane, are eagerly set to work. Bat were it not fora 


number of American ladies and gentlemen, who by great sacrifices have alreaty 
saved from certain death a numbér of Israelites that some months ago arrived — 
from Yemen in utter destitution, and who likewise nobly awiat any worthy Russian 
emigrant cases coming under their notice; were it not for these geherouy and 


_ worthy children of the Great Republic, as also the Erglish missionaries, many of 


our miserable Kussian brethren would have perished from sheer want. 
The miesion provides. them with work at Jaffa and Jerusalem, 
at first’ no conditions, to entice them of course’ by. little. and little. 
. forlorn. creatures to de, to whese necks the watera me 
rising ? I asked some of them if it was impossible for them to find any honest 
occupation, whereupon they replied that they bad indeed worked at the agricultural 
establishment of the Alliance at Jaffa, that some had done so for hours, others 
for seven daye, that the work indeed was not too hard, but that they had been

- unable to stand the treatme:t, an Arabian overseer being eet over. them, driving 


them to work every minute of repore by his emphatic “ Talla!” 
From Alexandria also the missionaries reap a good harvest, many de-titute Jews 


that come from thence falling into their nets, In Jails many Earopeans from 


Egypt have arrived and settled, the whole wistern Orient is in ebullition, and the 
Englieh nation giving up herself with the leadership in theee countrier. Heaven 


_knows what strange and fatal changes we are to see.

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BOARD OF GUARDIANS. 

A meeting of the Board of Guardians was held on Monday last at the offices of 
the Board, Devonshire Sqzare. There were present : Mr. Lroner L. ConeEn, Presi- 
dent. in the chair; Messrs, H. A Abrahams, Lioacl L. Alexander, D, Benjamin, M. 
Roa. E. M. Leon. L. Lewisohn. F. A. Lucas, F. D, Mocatta, A, Rosenfeld, Sydney M, 
Samuel! and 8, Schloss. 

The CHAIRMAN mentioned to the meeting that during the previous week he had 
been placed in a position of exceptional difficulty, with the result that he had 
ordered the Secretary to take action in anticipation of the meeting of the Board, 
On one day during the week 95 cases applied for relief, the average ordinary number 
being about 20. Among these applicants there were not more than 10 who would have 
been remanded to the Relief Committee. The bulk belonged to a class of Polish and 
Russian Jews, against whom the Board had ever set its face, and aa they were not 
refusrece, they did not come under the scope of the Mansion House Fand. He had, 
therefore, instructed the Secretary to send back the applicants to Hamburg. ‘Lhe 
cost would not fall far short of £100, bat the outlay would be well paid if it had the 
effect of preventing a further influx of much persons into England, 

Mr..E. M: Leow admitted that the expenre of sending back the applicants 
would fall heavily on the Board, bat he pointed out that if those persons remained 
in London they would in time beeome a barden to the Board. He feared that the 
Board would have a large number of such applicante for-relief. ‘ 

Liowet L. ALEXANDER that the most probable way of preventing such 
a contingency ne was feared by the previous speaker was to send, back those who 
came to England. This course had recently been adopted with some success by the 
Conjoint Committee of the Maneion House and the Board of Guardian« 

‘On the motion of the CurarrMAN (who observed that the Board had been blamed 
for not having been severe enough in the selection of ben’ fide Russiaa refugees for 
emigiation, and that the untoward «tate of affaira in America had been. laid at its 
door). it wae reaolyed that the eame measures should be continued as had hitherto been 
adopted with regard to those applicants from Rus:ia or Poland who did not come 
within the category of refugees, 

Mr. Lionet L. ALEXANDER, Honorary Secretary of the Mansion House and 
Board of Guardians Conjoint Committee, brought up a report of the work of the 
Committee since the latt meeting of the Board. Thearrivals numbered 170 men, 15 
women, aod 52 childreti.. Of these, 57 souls had emigrated (34 to America), 53 had 
been set up to earn their livelihood in, London, and 102 men, 28 women and 27 
children had been ordered to return to Hambury, but up to Friday last riot one half 
of thovee persons had complied with the order, Since the operations of the Com- 
mittee bad -firet commenced, it had d-alt- with the cases of 1,282 heads of families, 
representing altogether 2 220 eoule, Of these persons, t,102 had emigrated (1,112 to 
American), relief hal heen refused to 211, 155 had been ordered to return to the Con- 
tinent, but bad im most inetances dec'ined to do bo, and 5i1 persons had been af sisted 
to remain in London, A. large number of those who had settled in London 
already jave signs that they would not succee), The Board would, - therefore, 
have to expect that sooner or later those families would claim its assistanee in 
the ordinary way.

THE JEWS IN RUSSIA, 


Dering the audience which Connt Tolstoi gave to the officials 
connected with the Ministry of the Iatericr, who came to congratulate him on 
hia assumption of office, his Excellency addressed M. Samuel Poliakoff,the well- 
known railway contractor, in the hearing of all his visitors, and expressed in 
strong terms bis abhorrence of the crael outrages to which tno Jews had been 
subjected, and his determination that they should not be continued. He 
authorised M. Poliakoff to make it known to his coreligionists that in his eyes 
there was no distinction between Jew and Christian, and he pointed to the 
time when he beld office as Mivister of Education to show that at that period he 
koew only of echolars in general and not of Christian or Jewish pupila, and 
that in any edacational measures he had adopted he had not regarded in avy 
cegree the faith of the children in whose interests he had acted. 


The bankieg house of Ignace Ephrusai which hae been established at 
Odessa since. 1832, and whose operations annually covered hundreds of millions 
of roubles, has, in eonsequence of the anti-Semitic disturbances of last spring, 
removed from Russia and transferred its business paitly to Paris and: partly to 
Vienna. 

“o tigourously do the police at Odessa carry out the regalations forbidding 
the Jews from trading on Sundays and Christian holydays that they do not 
allow a Jew to stand before his closed door, and they threaten any persons with 
a fine if they repeat the cffence. i 

The town of Dzisua, in the Government of Minsk, has fallen a prey to a fire 
which has rendered several hundreds of Jews eutirely destitute. Six Jewish 
houses of worship were barnt. At Czaney (Government of Mohilew) the Jews 
have been threatened with the destraction of their property by fire. 

The Jewieh schools at Kieff in which instruction is given in the Talmud, 
and certain schools at Wilna and Zitomir, have been closed by erder of the 
authorities, 

According to the Nowve Vremya tho Minister of Commerce has ordered the 
removal from the Jewish agricaltaral colouies of those who, while claiming to be 
agricultoriste, have never followed that-or avy otber calling, and are therefore 
a burden tothe communities among whom they reside, About 1,820 familics 
have thus been expelled from the colonies . The more favourable tura of eventa 
for the Jews in Kassia has eveo had its influence on the journal from wiich we 
have jost quoted, it having to a great extent modified, if not. altogether 
abandoned, its hostile attitude towards the Jews. 

Among the Jewieh pupils of the six colleges at Wareaw, who have recently 
parsed with enccess the final examinations for the present year, nine received 
g old medale, the highest reward which can be bestowed in such cas ss. In 
previous years and under more favourable circaumetacces the percentage of 
successful students was considerably higher. 

At Smolensk there was recently erected a new market in which no Jew was 
allowed to take a shop. ‘The peasants who visit the town for the parpoee of 
buying and selling altogsther igaore the new market, and carry on their 
business transactions in the old market place, where the Jows deal with them 
more liberally than do the Christiaus. 

During the course of the trial of the leading participators in the riots at 
Balta, many peasants from the adjacent villages were errested and tlogged as 
suspects by order of the Court of Peasants. 

The Exchange Messenger of St. Petersburg, after referring to the losses 
which the State sustained during Count Igoatieff's régime, asserts that the pria- 
cipal causes of his hostility towards the Jews, were the mutual batred between 
him and the Bourse in 1877, he having been looked upon as the author of the 
Russo-Turkish War, and partly also his hatred towards the late Lord 
Beaconeficld. 

From the amount recently sent by Bavon Giiozburg as a donation to the 
special fands of the Ministry for the State Domains, 4 985 roubles are about to 
be distributed among some Jewish agriculturiats ia Southern Rassia, asa reward 
for useful improvements invented and introduced by them. ) 

It is announced that M. Gotowzow, a notorious Jew-hater, who, in his capa- 
city of Assistant Minister for the Loterior, presided over the High Commission 
on the Jewish question, bas been dismissed from his pest.. M. Miloradovitch, 
‘Governor-General of Podolia, anoilier enewy of the Jews, has becn compelled 
to resigro bis eflice, 

Oa the 15th of June an attack was made on tho Jews in thé town of Jedi- 
nz (District of Chotin), many cf them being severely injarcd, The local police 
displayed great energy iv protecting the Jewa, and arrested three of the iisg 


leaders, The latter, however, were immediately reicased by order of the 
magistrate.

It has now been deficitely arranged that the Conference for the considera- 
tion of the project for repatriation of the rofagees remaining at Brody and for 
taking the needful eteps for carrying out that process, will meet at Vienoa of 
the 2nd of Augost. It ia expected that Ritter von Wertheimer, the octogenarian, 
will preside. Mr. Benjamin Louis Cotten will attond a4 delogate fron the 
Mansion House Committee. Jaatizrith Matower will represont the Conteal 
Committee of Berlin and M. Veneziani the Alliance Taradlite of Paris. Each com- 
mittee will probably nominate two delegates. Director Lazaras of Lomberg 
will in that event be asked to act as the second representative of tho Mansion 
Hooee Uommittee,

JEWISH LAW AND MODERN LIFE—IIl.

We hare said that in dealing with this subject the one great criterion by 


which we can test whether any particalar eaactment of Jewish law is ripe 
for reform is to examine whether it retains any vitality. A enstom may be 
said to retain its vitality when the reason for which it was founded still exists, 
when the feelings to which it once gave expression still find an echo in the 


| hearts of men, or when the thoughts that origivally lay at its base are stil 
| recognized as valid acd tice, When any of these conditions are not present . 


The 
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reduce its value as a food very consjderably, 
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the custom, which may onee have been most benevolent, becomes no more 
than mechanical or moriband. And it is jast from these parts of the social 
organism that mortification is only too likely to set in. It is consequently 
a most conservative measare to ensure their excision from the more healthy 
portions. 

Discussion of this kind is apt to become abstract, and as the Frenoh say, 
in the air, unless brought down to the region of actual fact. Without 
examples of our meaning, our words are apt to lose force, Let us, there- 
fore, take a few typical examples of Jewish castoms which are out of harmony 
with the conditions of modern life, and at the same time do not show those 
qualities which we have defined to constitute vitality. Jewish customs may 
be roughly classified into persona’, dietary, social and ecclesiastical, and from 
each of these c'asses we may select an example of a custom out of harmony 
with modern life, and at the same time without vitality, 

Take as an example of personal enactments of Jewish law the Biblical 
command not to mix woollen and linén in the garments. Few bat the 
ultra-orthodox would contend that this custom yet retains any signs of life, 
or is, even when regarded, anything more than a mechanical part of life, 
giving no evidence either of vitality or spiritual significance, That it had 
both in Biblical titmes we assume from the fact that it found a place in the 
Sacred Legislation. Its rationale, however, has not been handed down 
to us, and we cannot te!l to what aspect of Oriental life it had 
particular bearing. We take for granted that the large majority of our 
readers would allow that this custom is practically di.regarded by even the 
firmest adherents of Rabbinic Law, that the reason for it utterly escapes 


- human wigdom, and that there can be seen no reason for it in the conditions 


of modern life, What, then, prevents its being recognized as obsolete? 
The fact that it is Biblical? Numbers of the Biblical precepts have been 


. modified and recognized as having served their time in the long history of 
- Jewish law. 


But these modifications have always been made by authority 
and wot on arbitrary solution by the will of each individual, as is peony 
done nowadays,

Ard yet the former act renders a Jew, according to 
some authorities, incapable of testifying ia Jewish ecclesiastical matters, 
The penalty may not appear very heavy, yet the fact remains that there 
is a penalty, and the moral effect is produced of making men regard 
infringements of Jewish law as not necessarily involving infringements of 
the moral law. 

We fancy that there aro few nowadaye who would venture to defend . 
these customs in themselves, But they would say “ the arguments you may 
bring against these customs may be valid and we may be forced to grant 
this, but you may bring arguments that are not valid against other customs 
and yet if we grant you power to abrozate them in one instance why not inall? 
the Jewish religion is a social.as well as a personal matter, the principle of 
private authority must lead to religions anarchy.” So far we are in agree- 
ment with arvuments such as these, We deprecate as moch as the most 
rigid Conservative the idea of “ each man setting up as his own Rav.” The 
adaptations of Jewish law to modern life that we advocate eannot be left to 
the individual caprices of each single Jow. . They thast be introduced by 
authority and on principle and must be accepted as recording the highes 
Jewish wisdom of the time. 

To recapitulate the argument that hae engaged us during the past three 
weeks Recognizing that Jewish law in its earlier stages—from Bible to 
Talmud, from Talmul to Matmosrprs, and from Matmonipes to the 
Shulchan Asuch—has adapted itself to the requirements of cach age, wo 
pointed ont that since the seVenteenth century this nataral process had ceased 
and we hence deduced the gréat discrepancies that now exist between 
Jewish law and modern life. We then pointéd out the spirit in. which the 
revision of our statutes should be undertaken, not in a revolutionary way, but 
distinctly caring for all our glorious customs that still have life and appeal to 

“us, bat no less firmly removing those that have ceased to have .vitality, 
And to-day we have Leen engaged in examining special typicsl cases of 
customs moribond, and have come to the conclasion that they can only b» 
efficiently remedied by respected. authority and on sound principle. In 
short we would advocate a Synod of orthodox ecclesiastics and notables to 
adjust Jewish law to modern life, 


THE JEWS OF ALEXANDRIA, 
. 

A correspondent writes: There iv little news that can yet be forwarded 
reapecting our coreligionists in Alexandria. Fortunately many of our wealthier 
brethren, merchants and others in basioeas, hal, left the city prior to the 1ith 
of June, though two young men of good position and of great pronise perished 
in the unfortunate affray on that day, viz., Mesere. Rossi and Cattani. There is 
however, no doubt that many of our poorer brethren (ovtives) were left behind 
and must have suff-red terribly. Dotails thereof it is impossible at. present to 
furnish you. I have just heard of the safe arrival at Smyrna of one family 
who stayed until the last, that of Mr. B. I, Scinlani of Cairo. Joseph Gohar, 
of the firm of Naggiar, Gohar, Levi Abatiand C»., left at the last moment but 
I have not yet heard of him 

Two Je vish gent'e non having in Manchostor wore in Alexaodria at 
the commencement of the bom bards neat, but [have not yet been ablo to gather | 
any news of them, Taeré is no deuy! that mst of the property of the Jewish 
merchants has beva destroyed ia ths gsacral wreck. It is as yet impossible to 
gather particalars bat it may b» tafe av a fact that many poor Jews havo 
terribly suffered, and those who have survived are in great destitution, 

A Jewish member of a Miachester hoaso. mourns over the fact that his 
mother, brother, sister-in-law, and theie seven chiliron were left in Alexantria 
and he is without tidiogs of any of them. A gontloman who arrived this week 
at Manchester direct from Alexandria, has supplie! the following particulars 
which came under his. own observation: A young Jew, M. B. de Carpi, was 
very sovercly wounded, his life was despaired of and hoe was left ia the hospital, 
the remaining members of the family escaping to Earops, Another Je wis’ 
| T'wo other Jews 
were similarly killed. Tne latest informa'‘ion indicates that many Jews in good 
positions will be reduced to poverty through th» complete destrustioa of all 
their property by fire and the looting of the rioters. 

A letter from Paris convoys the intelligence that Mr. Swaros, an old Jowish 
merchant of Alexandria had been wounded and is in a critical condition: |

everywhere a favourable impression. ‘Lhe esergy and prompt decision of the 
Count are sofficiently known to inlicate the full sigaificance and the thoroagh 
earnestness of his resolution to prosocate “every excess comnitted either 
againet the person or the propsrty oF the Jows in ths most rigorots 
and to make the officials responsible for the same. For evory neglect of the 
Administration aod polics thoy wigit avert oirages but 
do not take the trouble to do so—he threatens to dismiss the offonders 
from their poste, and it is known bo would carry out th's resolve to th) letter. 

The anti-Jewish riots which occurred at Okvo in the district of Balta on the 
25th Jane, almost immediately after the pablication of the circular, shoald serve 
as an instance that such excesses would ba imdossible if ths aatea 
tion was opposed to them. Oko was already in miJdsuiamer tho acene of anti - 
Jewish excesses, on which occasion the Okao mob showed to the whole world 
in frghtful deeds that it was not behind the Balta mod in deeda of eavagery.

THE KUSSIAN REFUGEES AT SMYRNA. 
[FLOM OUR CORRESPONDENT, | 
SMYRNA, JONE 21, 1882, . 


Those who advocate the colonization of Palestine by refugees from Russia 
ate assuming a heavy responsibility, aud the resalia of this propaganda have 
made themselves severely felt in this locality. In fact a crowd of emigrants, rely- 
ing on the promises held out to them, bad artive 1 at Constantinople in the hope 

of being sent on from there to Palestine, But their disenchantment commenced 
as soon as fhe refugees, burdened with families, and for the most part destitute 
of atl resources, set foot on Turkish soil. They traversed the streets of the 
capital, many of them ina ragged condition, in search of a morsel of bread, 
vainly awaiting that panacea which had been go ostentatiously and inconsider- 
ately held oat to them. About six hundred fugitives were thus congregated in 
Constantinople within recent weeks. Moved by this state of things, and not 
heing in a position to send them all to Jaffa, where many trials would have been 
in store for them, M. 8, Fernandez, Vice-President of the Regional Committee 
of the Alliance after having provided for the pressing wants of the unforwonate 
creatares, distributed them among some of the most important communities in 
the Erpire, 

Smyrna received about one bundred of the fugitives who, in a most lime.’ 
ab'e state, arrived here in two batches on the 8th and 17th inst, Several dele- 
gates of a Special Committee, ani the members of the Society “ Gemiluth- 
Hasadim,”’ received the strangers oo board tho steamer, aud sabsequently had 
thew installed in a building called “ Hahaiwn Havé,” which is situated in the 
centre of the Jewish quarter. They were at once supplied with the necessary 
focd and clothi: g, and instead of the traditional cap, the heads of the men were 
covered with the red fz in order that they should not be exposed to insult at 

- the hands of unfriendly natives. 3 

Great was our surprise at fiading that tha majority of the immigrants 
were able artizans, so that, notwithstanding their ignorance of the languag®, 
they will be able to gain their own living. The society Gemiluth-Hassadia 


~ has already fonnd employment for several of them and provided them with 


money to purchase the tools. Among theese fortanate individuals 
there are shoemakers, tailors, blacksmiths, tinswmiths, distillers, a3 well as a 
first-class engraver. ‘They are all robust aod ask, not for charity, but for work. 
hore whe do not know any handicraft are employed in the constraction 
the new building for the school of the Alliance Lsraélite Their children have 
likewise been received as pupils in the school of this noble society. — he 
action of our leading men is deserving ot all praise, for instead of allowing the 
refugecs to live here for a considerable time as mendicants, they have pro~ 
cured work for these ptople, a proceeding which is at once. more moral ao 
more préctical, Asan interesting item iu connection with the new comers, 
way add that almost immediately on their arrival, the wives of two of the 
ewigrants gave birth to two fine female infauts, and they are being carefully 
pureed in the Rothechild Hospital. 
I cannot satliciently praise the philanthropic sentiments which 10 thi 
emergency animate our coreligionists of Smyrna, and above all, the members 
of the society Gemiluth-Hassadim, who have worked with untiring energy © 
behaif of the refugees from Russia. tis, however, feared lest the ¢ 
reception Which has beeo given to them should atiract others and in grater 
‘quantities, toc, to this city. - Such au inflox would be a great burden oo

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A MOORISH COURT. | remarks that the Hebrew is to the fall as intelligont, as law-abiding a citizen, 


[FROM AN OCCASIONAL CORRESPONDENT ] 

I will preface the following observations by stating that the court referred 
{o in the above title je not necessarily one of justice, no, nor ever one of law, 
but, if the definition be not too general, as embracing this large city Morocco, 
the Court of His Sherectfian Majesty, Mulai Hasean. 

‘The eesports of Morocco are pretty well known to Eoglishinen interested 
ia the country. Every town on the cosst bas ite handful of foreign merchante, 
ie consular corpe, aud @ rrinority of Europeanised pative inhabitants. Five 
days’ mule ride, however, from Mogador in a direct line to the eastward brings 
ove to the walled capital of Scuthern Morocco, a stronghold of Mohammedaniam 
which few Englishmen have visited, and fewer still said anything about. The 
“errant disposition’ which drew my steps thither will hardly interest the 
courteous reader, but a brief record of some amorg the many objects striking a 
visitor with wonder and commieeration may not be considered foreign to the 
purpores of. this journal, 

First and foremost, ene canno! fail to remark tho wide difference between 
the condition of the Jews in the principal seaports and that of their brethren in 
the southern capital. ‘The contrast becomes more forcible when ove learns that 
it is not only a physical and external change for the worat, but that the political 
and ecciel relations of the Hebrewe «f Morocco—or Morakeek, as the subjects 
of the Sultan style it—wih their, Mohammedan neighbours are mach 
further removed from an equal and equitable basis thin is the case where 
Ewropean inflcence is-etronger and immediate in ita reanlie, There is, os 
in neatly all Moorish towns a melah or Jeary ; but, while a Jew in the seaports 
ney reside in any anarter he pleases, here the meli’ ia hia ouly poreible p'ace 
of abode. The social econcmy of I+lam has neglected, where Israc! suffers, to face 
the problem of an increasing pepulation hemmed in, or rather packed, within 
an arbitrary and totally icelastic area. The natura! results of this overcrowding 
beth from a sanitary and amoral poiat of view, are prinfally evideat in the 
melih of Marakesh. The absence of any durable building in the neighbourhood 
renders impracticable the custem prevalent on the coast of erecting lofty houses 
and so taking from heaven that espace which the owvers of the soil deny. A 

fvropean traveller may cortidcr bimeelf forturate if by the men'pulation of 
ctiicial or in fluence, he suceceds in obtaining a temporary residence in the 
medina or Meorish quarter. Here when weary: of crowed streets and loud. 
tirngued markets he may take refuge in the enormous gardens, shady with 
oravge and citron trees, which are the glory of Marakesh. Stately selitadee, 
peopled with palin trees and glowing in the happy spring time with bowers of 
rosce, open their portals on every hand. Pleasaut odoure, the dreamy ripple of 
fountains and the luxuritnt feliage of a fertile soil unite to render agreeable 
the true believers’ idle bourse. 

On passing under the-gloomy archway of the meldh which seems ihe place 
of all on e-rih, to which Dante’s words would app'y (for him at least who 
enters for a permanency)—Lasciate ogni speranza voi che entrate, you find 
yourself in a kind of bazaar, the roof of which is composed of bamboos and 
palar leaf stretched from the top of a line of shops oa either side of the 
street.. [tis barely high enough to allow of the luxury of horse exercise, 
acd after all, to see anything you must push your way on foot. ‘Tie trading 
clases musters stropgly here asin most gaits of this over- populated quarter. 
Each tiny shop—a box not much broader and hardly high«r than the Patich 
and Judy show which delighted our south—contains a blue or white robed 
occupant, who sits cross-legzed among his treasures, dispensing to all who come 
provided with dollars or fous Manchester cotton goods, candies, ma'ches, cloth, 
sugar, lonvee, tea, coffee, and a host of niiscellaneous etceteras imported from 
Birr N’ Sara, the shore of the Christians. narrow space between the two 
rows cf shops is thronged, the. ground soft, and the perfumes are not those of 
Rimewel.. Stern. movntaineers. from the Atlas ranges—whore sno4-covered 
heights are clearly visible from masy an oped market ia the city—jostle you 
on one side; a lees uncoath dealer in.) yson and T cloths makes way for you ou 
the other, Moors who bave come to buy the infidel’s manufactures gaze for the 
first time, perhaps, on the dog ot a Curistiao, as Karopeans are somewhat play- 
fully styled in this country, the “ foreign devil” (io Hong Kong parlance), 
wiom they have been ignorantly tiught to carse from their chilineod, Here 
a sturdy porter struggles uader the lead of his lord's purchases ; there a line of 
caue!'s weod their slow and silent way through the noisy press. A few steps 


. furtlicr you observe a Jewish notary jotting down some words of the shopkeeper 


on the raised threshold of whoge tevement he squats, Then comes an open 
mourket where eyre, dates, quinces, miut, Oranges, waloute, pomeg anatee, 
cabbages meet your eye exposed for sale in yawning baskets of rustes or 
palwetto. With brazen lupga the seller vanots his wares ; “the buyer says it 
Is naught,” beggsrs comprising the blind, the lame, and the afflicted ef every 
kind, Chaunt their miseries and imp'ore charity im the Dame of tlias who made 
them, ard above all the dir, clear comes the tinkle of the water Carrier's beil, 
announcing tin of agua pura at so much or so little per mug Everywhere 
jou go children of infautile years disport thengelves in the middle of the road- 
way with au indifference to the pa-sage of camels, cows, horses, mules, aod 
asses Which would set up in business a dozen stuice, ‘There 18 everywhere 
an absence of paving and proper drainage, which daring heavy rains must tara 
the whole quarter into cesspool : 
Inside the melak a paternal! government allows members of the Hebrew 
community to wear their shoes or rather their slippers, an instance of benevo- 
lence which cannot be too highly e¢xtollei—it is so rare. Outside the Jews’ 
town, in the large, straggling medina and kasba, avy Israelite presuming to 
cover bia feet receives pretty summary treatment from the Basha’s retainere. 
It seems this state of thing was discontinued from the time of Sir Moscs 
Moutefiore’s visit to the Court, but withiu the past year or two at any rate it 
Las been revived, 
In their relations with the Goverament the Jews of Marakesh possess an 
intermediary in the person of one of their own community, styled a Sheikh, who 


is appointed by the Elders and recommended by them to the Moorist Kaid 


exercising jurisdiction over the Meldh. The functions of this individaal are no 
doubt, in many cases, the reverse of enviable, He bas to keep a look-out on 
the disorderly of both sexer, avd to report offenders to ths Kaid, who nearly 
always Carries out his suggestions. Commercial difficulties not unfrequently 
find solution in arbitration, Serious questions between Jew and Jew are im nine 
cases out of ten settled by the R bois, whose decisions are founded on their 


“readings” of the Mosaic and Talmudic Jaw. 


The functions of the Elders, a body which consists at presont, I am 
informed, of four or five of the leading merchants, are not very evident to a 
casual visitor, The collection and distribution of charity, the election of a 
Sheikh when required, and a general supervision of the community's attainable 
requiremeuts give, however, au influence which, eo far as it goes, seems to be 


éxercised for the public good. 
Tho social gulf between Moor and Jew is amazing to an Englishman, who | 


and, to aay the least, as free from gross indulgence, as his Mohammedan neigh- 

bour. Our tense of fairness revolta at seeing an orderly class compelled to walk 
with bare feet thronogh the—in rainy weather—filthy streets of a large capital, 
whose sovereign enjoys the friendly patronags of the British Government. Tr 

can hardly be denied that the Jew is an easential part of the community. [lis 
trace, his ¢xceptional skill in a score of indispensable industrice, and hia dollars, 
when he bas them, are all necessary to the Moor, whom he with reason adresses 
as‘ my Jord” aad with kissing of hands, He may go bareroo’ from one end 

of the city to the other and back again—a_ distance of seven miles—to sit for 
hours by appointment at my lord's gate, and then retura to the place wheace he 
came because my lord sleeps, or is on a journey, or in a bath. No pleasant 
gardens with rippling streama and balmy ine nee of flowera for him or hia 
youngsters. His womenfolk live in harem like seclnsion, Ue is taxed regu- 
larly and irregularly, not ao much for the benefit of the Imperial Exchequer as 
tatisfy the greed of, in such matters, irresponsible officials. Ages of oppression 
have doubtless weakened tho combative spirit of laracl, Possessing indiepat- 
able aspirations in the direction of hberty and enlightenment, evidenced by an 
eager thirst after Furopean ijeas—and to the Moorish Jew Earope weana fri e- 
dom, jastice, and progress—the incubus of an oppressive fanaticiem stifles each 
upward conception in its birth. Happy is he who can secure for one at least of 
hia sone an education in .the bracing atmosphere of Western Earope. The 
fortunate youth returns to hia native shore imbued with a profound senee of 
the advantages of civilization, and an ardent champioa of that progress which 
vill in time give even to the Jew of Barbary réligions, political, and social 
freedow. Low far cr how near that consummation may be who shall predict ? 
Nevertheless, tt seems certain that the devotion of these down-trodden Hebrews 
to the grand trad:tions of their fathera will coutinué to bind them together in 
community of misfortune uatil Isracl—to borrow language originally applicd

“Our readers will hecome surprised and offended at, the above heading ;. but 
there are several customs amongst the Jews, one of which i4 extremely wicked and 
would provoke anger amongst Mussuimans. A festival of this community comes 
off in April and on that day they consider it a great religious merit to do some 
kind of harm toa Museulmap. This is not all, but killing a Mussulman, mixing up 
his blood and flesh with flour for the preparation of a kind of bread which is fried 
in oi), and ite distribution amongat their owa community, is considered as an act of 
gréat religious merit, In former times a great hue anilery had been raised againat 
this custom, but as the wheel of time rolled on, the custom died out, and as a aub- 
stitute for it the Jews place a red coloured fruit on the day of the festival on a 
plate, and after giving it the name of Mahomed, every one of them pokes it either 
‘with a knife or a fork ; and after tarting the juice Xc, which draps from it they cook 
the frait and eat it with great pleasure, saying that it it the blood of Mahomed, We 
have received some information from Dasare relating to an inquiry about tis 
customs which fs es follows : | | 

“On the 6th day of April last it was the holiday of the Jews, and.on that day in 
the evening a Persian boy who-e age was 15 years and who was a Persian subject 
had gone to the house of a Jew, named Amin, for some busines, but he never 
returoed, ‘The Jew after killing the boy distributed his blool amonzat his com- 
munity on the following day.

Mr. Serjeant Simox, M.P., presided on Sunday last at the distribution of prizes 
to the pupils of the Old Ford and North Bow Jewish Classes and Sabbath School, 
which are held at the Olga Street Board “chool in Old Ford.

Bloomfield) read reports from Dr. Friedlander, who 
had examined the children in Hebrew, Dr. Friedlander stated that he was satisfied 
with the answers given and was convinced that the eubjects were well taught, but 
be would like to see more attention given to Hebrew teaching, for which, however, 
a larger staff would be required. 

The CHAIRMAN then proceeded to distribute the prizes, The money prizes 
resented by Sir Moeea Montefiore, Mr. Arthur Cohen, M_P., and Mr. Leopold de 
tothachild were awarded to Rhoda Bernstein, Adelaide Valentine, Miriam Bloom- 
field, David Bloomfield, Rore Cohen, J. Bernstein, and Abraham Valentine. Mr. 

Serjeant Simon announced that prizes to be awarded next year had been promised 
by the Ion, Michael Solomon, of Jamaica, and by Mesrrs, S. Hyam-on and Salmen, 

The CHAIRMAN then addretred the mecting. After giving a brief review of the 
origin end the difficulties which had been encountered by the institution, which to 
some extont was bis offepting, in consequence of the part he had taken in its incep- 
tion, and after congratulating the managers on its.rapid growth from 20 to 21” 
pupile, the learned Serjeant proceeded todeliver an eloqnent addrese, which was 
frequently applauded, on the subject of religious education, and of what it mainly 
consisted. In developing the intellectual and moral life of their children, said the 
chairman, they were not only providing for the future of thore dear to them and for 
whom they were responsible, but they were also doing that which every Jew Was 
called upon to do for his race by cherishing and promoting the knowledge of those 
noble and sacred writings which formed the history of our race and religiow. Hav 
ing briefly alluded to the recent sufferings of the Jews in Russia, Mr. Serjeant Simon 
showed that in all their misery and trouble, the sufferers were comforted and sus- 
tained by the thought thatthe cruel treatment to which they wero subjected was 
inflicted on them becatre they were God's children, and it was this sentiment which 
alone could give solace in the hour of trial. Some of the enemies of the Jews bad 
alleged that they made of the Almighty atiibal God. If by that they meant that 
the Jews were the firrttribe to worship the true God as a spirit, in truth and in 
holiness, then he would glory. in the fact, but if they meant that the Jews kept God 
to themee! vee, and they did not acknowledge Him as the father of all mankind, th n 
that sesertion wae mide in wilful blindness and in defiance of the Scriptural 
writinge, the very firet verve of which declared that God was the creator of heaven 
ard earth, and in defiance of the prayers and liturgy of the Jews which abounded 
with atpirations that the whole world should bow down to and worship Him as the 
one true God, To love one’s neighbour as one's self, was the Jewish religion, the uni- 
versal ieligion which wetanght to mankind by means of that book which was asa 
beacon of light to the world. He urged that while the Jews should not amalgamate 
with their Christian fellow neighbours, they should assimilate themselves to them 
in everything that was good and yetierous, and thould be distinguished not by 
offentive peculiarities and unworthy callings—the results of centuries of persecu- 
tioi—butty the pure and honourable lives which they led. The words Jew, 
righteouencss, ‘and holiness, should be tynonymous, but in order to make 
them +0, religious classes such as those at which they were assembled were require. 
Re). gious teachings in classes were, however, of no avail unless the principles of love 
of Ged, ard of ell that is gocd were imp'anted into the breasts of children by their 
parents at hime, Religious obeervances were good as landmarks, but his experience 
Lad convinced him that if religion depended solely oa outward forms it would be 
one of the flimsiest things in existence. True religious teaching was the more 
tential at the preent day, when in ail civilized countries Jews were place! on an 
equal footing with their fellow-men; when Jewish and Christian chiilren met in 
public schoo's, and when thereby intimacies eprang up which tended to efface dis- 
linctions tetween man and map. The learned Serjeant, after expressing his great 
pleasure at mecting a body of his coreligionisis for the advancement of the welfare 
and prosperity of the rising generation of the community, and after uttering the 
hope that hie observations would be received in the +pirit in which they were offered, 
and that they would spur the managers of the classes to still farther efforts, con- 
cluded by addressing a few words of advice 106 the. children, 

‘The lior. MiIcHAEL SoLomon, of Jamaica, who was invited to address the 
srrembly, assured bis hearers that notwithstanding the thousauds of mi'es which 
reparated him from the old country, he continued to take the liveliest intere-t in the 
welfare of bis coreligionists at home. He was deeply impressed by the satisfactory 
tepoit which had been presented io them, and he tru-ted that if he visited Eavland 
sgain he should have the plearure of hearing that the classes were even still more 
successful than at the pre-ent time, for he attached g:eat importance t» relixi- 
our education. He was old enough t> remem'‘er the time when the prejwlice 
egaintt the Jews wae still so strong that no Christian body would have protfered the 
ure of their rooms for Jewieh purposes, He thanked God that thore days hid aow 
pared away, ard that in nearly every country there existed a univercal sympathy 
between all mankind.” With regard to the Jews themselver, he was pleased to find 
that awonst all clarss in this country there was a unanimity of fcc-ing and of 
rywpethy with each other. (Cheers), 

dhe Rev. A. Lowy, in propesing a vote of thanks to the Chairman, said that a!l 
our teachings Were an endewour that the blessings which we enjoyed should be 
carried into the future. He was, therefore, delighted to ‘see before him +o many 
happy avd intelligent fa es, which were a guarantee of a bright prospect and of the 
furure success that was ip store for the community, He fuily concurred with the 
opinion of Mr. Serjeant Simon that religious teaching srhould’ begin at home, for 
aimost from the moment that a child had in it the breath of life its parents became 
ite teachers, whose every act was a lesson which would be treasured up by the child, 
True religious teaching in his opinion Jay in the honourable conduct which the 
child witnessed at home.

THE “BLOOD ACCUSATION” IN. TIUNGARY. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 
| BUDA-PESTH, JULY !4TH, 1882, 

The civilized prees is observing a policy of silence with regard to the drama of 
the Middle Ages which is now being played in Hungary, but that does not prevent 
the affair at Tisza-Eszlar from a suming dreadful proportions, more terrible, indeed 
than any event in the time of the Inquisition. It is lamentable to confess it, hut it 
is nevertheless a fact, that a large number of those who fill judicial and magisterjg] 
offices have allowed themselves to be so far influenced by prejudice as to declara that 
in the mystery of Tieza-Eszlar they have to deal with—it seems almost ridiculous to 
use the term—a religious murder, It is even asserted that the Minister of Justice, 
Herr Pauler, the man who promoted the unfortunate. schism in the Hungaian 
Jewish community, has expressed himself to the effect; that it was left to a time 
when he held office to prove the truth of what the world had for thousands of 
years surmised, but-of which convincing proofs had hitherto been wanting, virz., 
that’ the Jews do in reality use Christian blood. Thanks to the energy and the 
uprightness of the Prime Minister Tisza. and of the Procureur-General Kozma, we 
Jews have no cause to fear the effects of this injudicious remark of the Minister of 
Justice, should he indeed bave made ure of such an exprersion, The judicial records 
concerning the case will once more be examined before any public inqtiry takes 
place. For the present, however, it must be admitted that the affair looks very 
serious; and the notices which appear in the press tend, even apart from the anti. 
Semitic feeling which prevails in some quarters, to arouse a f:eling of hostility and 
hatred towards the Jews. 

No wonder is it then that it has been found necessary to have certain districts 
in Hungary occupied by the military, that in several places, such as Papa, terions 
anti-Jewish riots have taken place, the chief featorea of which are the nightly 
breaking of windows and the levelling of vile insets at the Jews. The lying 
statement- of some of the journals, moe especially the a3 a 
proof that anti-Semitism co-operates in different countries, are reproduced evea ia 
Prussian newspspers, for example, the Breslan ScA/esteché Zeitung —~contribute to 
no «mal! extent to embitter the antagonistic feeling towards our people. The Hua. 
garian journal I have just named mentions, among items of news more or less false, 
that it has Leen coriclusively proved, from the testimony of eye-witnesses, that 
Esther Solymosy was actually killed in the synagogue of Tisza-E-zlar by the shochet 
Scharf for religious purposes. Everything, says the paper in question, has become 
as clear as daylight, the only missing link, but the most important one, being the 
boJy of the girl. 

Although of course no credence is to be attached to the foregoing statements, 
coming aa they do from a tainted course, yet the direction which the investigation 
will take remains extremely doubtful. As I mentionel] in my previous letter, the 
police have laid their Lands on and imprisoned the boatmen who declared that they 
had fourd the body of the alleged Esther Solymosy in the Theies at Dada. Inquiries 
with regard to the velocity of the stream of the Theiss in that locality have shown 
that the corpse must have been tiel to the raft on to which it is said to have 
floated. 
liave also been forthcoming that the boatmen them-elves had tome share in the 
plot by which it was intended to pass off an unknown corpse for that of the missing 
Esther. The prisoners, seeing that farther prevarication was useless, confessed that 
the body was handed to them to be thrown in the waters of the Theiss; and tiey 
mentioned two Jews as their accomplices. This has been confirmed, but a denial is 
given to a report which has been circulated that the garménts wherewith to clothe 
the body were produced by a Jewess at Tisza-Eszlor. It is surmised that the 
motive for the plot wes to obtain the reward of 5,000 florins offered for the recovery 
ef the body. But then the mystery remains how the conspirators succeeled in 
obtaining the garments of the real Est‘ er. It is noteworthy that the-police have 
not come across the slightest trace of the missing girl, and as long as her body is 


it must be observed, not the slightest stain of blecd can be discov, red. 

We need not yet abandon the hope that an unexpected light may be thrown 
on the affair. The unfortunate Jewieh prisone:s who are charged with the accused 
have likewise not been forsaken. The Jewish advocate, Dr. Heumann, having been 
obliged on account of the hostility of asection of the proas, to retarn his brief for 
the defence; he bas been replaced by three of the greatest juris‘s in Huogary, 
and the most celebrated advocates in Buda-Pesth, -viz.. Karl Eétvé:, Ferdinand 
Horanszy and Karl Fantak, Their action has been fie:cely denouncel by the anti- 
Femitic party, and even-the fact of their being Christians has not shielded them 
from the silly charge of bcxing accomplices of the Jews.

the defence of their husband ; the hostile journals, however, ask who it is that will 


pay the costs of the advocates. . 


Tue ANTI-SEMITIC FEELING IN HuNGARY.—In addition to the ricts which we 
announecd in our last issue as having taken place at Papa, reports have reaehed us 
of similar disturbances at Presburg, Scenitz and other places. Anti-Jewish placards 
have keen ported up in eeveral streets of Buda-Pestb, aud have even fourd their way

a butcher, had attempted to take her life, The situation of the Jews in the village 
was for a short time extremely perilous, ind blood would probably have been shed 
tad not thegirl been induced by the magistrate to confess that there was 10 truth 
in the accusation she had made, and that she had been bribed by two peasante.

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THE “MORE NEBUCHIM.” 


— 


The Guide of the Perplered of Maimonides, Translated by Dr, M. Friedlander 


(Society of Hebrew Literature), 
[FIRST NOTICE}. 

Any Jew who has at all interested himself in the principles of Judaism 
muet have, at one time or other in his life, boen triamphaatly wors* edia argu- 
ment by an appeal to the “ More Nebachim.” “ Rambam says this,” or“ Ran- 
bam says that” has often clinched an argument when reasons have failed. Next 


perhaps to Rashi's “ Perush,” the “ More Nebuchim” is the most celebrated | 


book in the long annals of Jewish literature. At last that large majority of 
English Jews who cannot read the original are enabled, by the action of the 
Society of Hebrew Literature, to examine for themeelves the transcendent merite 
of the masterpiece of Maimonides’ mind. We fear that they will be grievously 
disappointed. It will be difficult for persons coming for the first time to the 
perasal of this work to see the profound metaphysical ability of the anthor, his 
thorough knowledge of Biblical and Talmadic lore, his deep learning in the 
Arabic science and philosophy of his time. Tuey will oven fail to notice what 
is in truth the Broat glory of his work—the innate liberality that ie contained 
in the “ More,” combine! with its profound adherence to the fandamental pria- 
ciples of Judaiem. It is not difficult to explain this disappointment. If the 
reader has ever been into a geological muscum be will have noticed a number of 
shapeless stones, ticketed and arranged in glass cases. If heis utterly ignorant 
of geology, he will fail to be interested in the diaplay. If, on tve contrary, he 
knows the rudiments of geological teaching, ho will have rome idea of the 
information which these pieces of matter can convey as to the past bistory of 
the earth. So it is with the “ More Nebuchim.” If the reader comes to it, as 
most of us do, without any acquaintascs with the probleme that met Maimon- 
ides, and which he attempts to solve in his chef d’ euvre, he cannot avoid being 
impressed by the dullness, the impracticability, and the inutility of the ideas con- 
tained in it, when regarded from the point of view of to day. Take, for example, 


the line of argument contained in the tirst part jast issued. Maimoni les felt con- 


vinced from his acquaintance with the theological literature of his day that half 
the errors of his time were due to the fact that readers of the Bible took in their 
literal sense, the metaphorical expressions applied to the Diety. When it is 


written “He. rode on the whirlwind,” the contemporaries of Maimonides . 


pctured the Divinity as actually and phy tically riding on the top of the clonds 
forming the whirlwind. Against this crude form of error he argues strenuonsly 
and goes through every word applied to God that could by any conceivable 
way tend to give Him physical attributes, and shows in-each case that these 
epithets and expressions are metaphorical. Ile thereby incidentally conveys 
much information on Diblical synowyms and his argument is often interrupte! 
by episodes of much interest in themselves such as eg., that on the charactor of 
the “Targum Oakelos,.” But judged from the standpoint of to-day it is 
extremely difficult to appreciate the usefulness of this laborious work. No one 
nowadays is likely to make the ladicrous errors agaiast waic' Mvimonides is 
combatiog in this book, 

Considering, then, the nature of the audicace which the Socidty of Hebrew 
Literature is in the main addrewing, we doubt the advisability of this their 
latest publication. At best it will only serve to disabase the miads of many of 
the reverence they had conceived forthe “ More Nebuchim.” The Society has 
not sufliciently gauged the wants of their subscribers in attempting to act as 
rimilar societies on the Continent where there is a specialized class who may be 


addressed by such publications, Fur all practical parposea the More Nebachia” 


is accessibie to the class who desire to penetrate into ite mysteries in Munk’s 
admirable French version, We feel sure that Dr, Friedliader will aot claim 
to have appreciably bettero] the performance of the Paris savant, and most 
students of Hebrew Literature in this country will be able tu read French. Of 
the undoubted merits of Dr. l'riediiiider’s version we shall take occasion to 
speak in a future issue, Mc aawhile, gratefol as wo are to the Society for any- 
thing after the deep silence that bas reigned during the past three yoars, we 
cannot but think, to continue our Sita atch simile, that they have given us a 


stone when we require ne bread,
